On July 27, community leaders, 
dignitaries, American Water Works 
Association representatives, Destin 
Water Users (DWU) board members 
and staff gathered to commemorate 
the recognition of Destin Water Users’ 
Tower 1 as an American Water Works 
Association National Landmark. 


Erected by DWU in the fall of 1964, 
the tower has been a _ welcoming 
beacon as well as a source of clean 
water for the entire city. Situated atop 
on of Destin’s highest elevations and 
near the Destin Harbor, Tower 1 was 


one of the first projects undertaken 
by DWU once it became a member- 
owned corporation. 


The 75,000-gallon potable drinking 
water storage tank was originally 
painted orange and white to resemble 
a beach ball until 1985, when it was 
repainted with DWU’s blue and white 
logo. 


“Still today, the blue and white single 
pedestal water tower serves as a 
beacon for local fishermen navigating 
their way back into the Destin 


Harbor,” said DWU General Manager 
Lockwood Wernet. 


“We are grateful to our founding 
members who had the forethought to 
create Destin Water Users, and our 
board members who continue to hold 
true to our mission and stand intent 
on ensuring the longevity of Destin 
Water Users for another 50 years.” 


The AWWA American Water Landmarks 
Award is presented to recognize and 
preserve a water landmark at least 
50 years old that has had a direct 
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and significant relationship with the 
water’s supply, treatment, distribution 
or technological development. 
Eligibility for this prestigious award 
requires the landmark be a permanent 
and nonexpendable nature, such as a 
building, dam, reservoir, tower, etc., 
and not machinery or a natural water 
resource. 


The sturdy bronze plaque and 
monument now sit hillside to Tower 
1 at the corner of Benning Drive and 
Azalea Drive.

Who’s the Real Animal? The Shark Abuser

The group of cackling sadists that 
dragged a live shark at high speed 
behind a boat—and then shared the 
video—might soon be seeing their own 
police mug shots all over social media. 


It would be the least of their problems. 


Florida wildlife officials say they’ve 
identified the men, but haven’t re- 
leased the names pending further 
investigation. But lots of people im- 
mediately recognized these knuckle- 
draggers, since they didn’t bother to 
hide their giddy faces. 


The boat driver is Michael Wenzel, 
who has an ugly history of harass- 
ing wildlife and posting the images 
on Instagram. One photo features the 
Manatee County man and some pals 
roughing up a white pelican. (Wildlife 
agents investigated, but didn’t charge 
anyone). 


In another published picture, Wenzel 
is holding what he claims is a dead dog 
that he intends to use for shark bait. 


Still another photo shows him illegally 
hoisting a tarpon with his fist through 
its gills, with the mocking caption, 
“#FWCsMostWanted.” 


FWC is the abbreviation for the Flor- 
ida Fish and Wildlife Conservation 
Commission, the state agency that is 
poised to change this clown’s life. Feel- 


ing the heat, last week he closed his 
Instagram account. 


Too late, bubba. You’re now being 
mentioned in the same breath as the 
Minnesota dentist who shot that col- 
lared lion in Africa. 


Obviously the craving for attention on so- 
cial media inspires lots of awful behavior. 


For reasons a psychiatrist can best 
explain, abusing animals seems a fa- 
vored frolic for those grappling with 
issues of stunted masculinity. 


Earlier this month, a deputy patrolling 
Little Torch Key pulled over a Hyundai 
Sonata and found three bloodied Key 
deer, an endangered species protected 
by state and federal laws. 


Two live does were crammed in the back 
seat, and an injured buck was inside the 
trunk. All the animals had been hog-tied 
with twine. Arrested on the scene were 
18-year-old Erik Damas Acosta of Miami 
Gardens and Tumani Younge, age 23. 


The police report said Damas Acosta 
told Deputy Austin Hopp that he 
“lured the Key deer close with pieces 
of bread, grabbed them, bound their 
feet with ropes and put them in his 
car.” According to the deputy, Damas 
Acosta said he snatched the three 
deer because he wanted to take pho- 
tographs with the animals. 


If that’s the truth—and not just a con- 
venient story to cover up a poaching 


operation—the case is another sick 
example of brutalizing wildlife for en- 
tertainment. 


The thirst to shock and share has be- 
come a drug for the shallow and soul- 
less. There is no more ghastly example 
than the Cocoa teenagers who recently 
took cellphone video of a disabled man 
drowning, laughed, and did nothing 
to save him. None of them even called 
911. 


While social media offers a global 
stage for dysfunctional excess, it also 
provides a service by instantly expos- 
ing remote acts of horrors, and the 
defectives who brag about them. 


The shark-torturing episode received 
widespread attention because Wenzel 
evidently sent the video and a photo 
of the shredded corpse to Capt. Mark 
“The Shark” Quartiano, in the pathetic 
hope of impressing the well-known 
and controversial shark fisherman. 


But even Quartiano, who has let die 
thousands of caught sharks, was mor- 
tified by the cruelty show in the clip. 


He posted it along with the name of 
the sender, writing, “FOR ONCE 
I MAY HAVE TO AGREE WITH @ 
PETA. #WHODOESTHISS---T #sow- 
rong #notcool.” 


And thus the shark draggers learned 
the risk of broadcasting their own 
cold-blooded stupidity. It backfired 
big-time. 


Even with graphic video a criminal 
case isn’t a lock, but the FWC faces 
heavy pressure to file charges. 


A televised jury trial is the last thing 
these particular suspects want, so 
plea bargaining will commence if they 
get arrested, followed by the standard 
abject apologies. 


They might not go to jail, but there 
would be hefty fines—and hefty legal 
bills. 


Yet that’s hardly the worst of what 
lays ahead, especially for Wenzel, 
the guy who posed gloating with the 
struggling pelican and the shark-bait 
dog. His name is already available on 
all the social platforms he loves so 
much. 


Scorn will be raining down not just on 
him but on his friends, family and em- 
ployer. Sure, he can try to hide—shut 
down his Facebook and Twitter ac- 
counts, change the name of his boat, 
pack up and move to a new town—but, 
dude, it’s the friggin’ internet. 


Once you’re a Google item, you’re out 
there for eternity. 


And you did want to be famous, right?

Trumpcare Makes Single-Payer Sound Great Again

Now the Senate has a zombie Trump- 
care bill, too. 


Back in March, you may recall, House 
Speaker Paul Ryan (R., Wis.) called off 
a showdown vote on its effort to “re- 
peal and replace” the Affordable Care 
Act, popularly known as Obamacare. 


Good riddance, said many Americans. 
The bill would have cause 23 million 
people to lose their health care, ac- 
cording to the nonpartisan Congres- 
sional Budget Office, and cut Medicaid 
spending by more than $800 billion. 


Yet, in a visual display of cluelessness 
about what this draconian legislation 
could do to human lives, Ryan and oth- 
er GOP leaders celebrated how much 
money the legislation would save. 

Not completely heartless, of course, 


Ryan argued that the bill would pro- 
vide more “access” to health care. But 
critics—like me—argued back that “ac- 
cess” to President Trump’s Mar-a-Lago 
resort, to name one pricey example, 
would not do me much good if I can’t 
afford the fees. 


Yet, Ryan resurrected the bill like a 
zombie and House Republicans passed 
it in May with no Democratic votes. 
President Trump staged a photo-op 
celebration in the Rose Garden, even 
as Senate Republicans declared the 
zombie to be DOA at their doorstep. 


The senators wanted to pass their own 
version even before the president, in 
one of his bizarre flip-flops, described 
the House bill as too “mean.” 


But, alas, Senate Republicans came 
up with their own clunker of a bill 
that the CBO estimated would grow 
the uninsured by 22 million and cut 


Medicaid by $772 billion. That’s not 
much improvement. 


As it became apparent that it would not 
get enough votes to pass, even among 
Republicans, Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell pulled that bill before 
a vote could be taken. But later re- 
turned with a desperation move: repeal 
and delay—repeal the ACA now, but 
with a two-year delay in implementa- 
tion, during which Congress—through 
some miracle perhaps—could come up 
with a replacement. 


Trump seemed to flip-flop a couple of 
times between repeal-and-delay and 
“Let Obamacare die,” while he de- 
clared, “I’m not going to own it.” 


But, of course, he does, along with 
other Republicans who, I remind, 
control all three branches of govern- 
ment. Perhaps Trump is learning it 
is not nearly as easy for a president 
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to pass blame for failures on to the 
minions below as it is for private sec- 
tor CEOs. 


Meanwhile, the unexpected has 
happened. Now that Republicans 
don’t have President Obama to kick 
around, the popularity of Obamacare 
has risen to new heights. An April 
Gallup poll, for example, found for 
the first time that more than half of 
the Americans surveyed (55 percent) 
approved of Obamacare. 


AJune Wall Street Journal/NBC News 
poll found Obamacare to be more 
popular at 41 percent than the House 
repeal-and-replace alternative at 16 
percent. Only 12 percent liked the 
Senate version in a USA Today/Suf- 
folk University poll.

Also, 33 percent of the public now 
favors such a “single-payer” approach 
to health insurance, according to Pew. 
That’s a 5 percentage point rise since 
January and 12 points since 2014. 


Sen. Bernie Sanders’ (I-VT) unsuc- 
cessful presidential bid appears to 
have had great success in reversing 
the widespread demonization of sin- 
gle-payer health plans. I’m sure the 
jaw-dropping cruelty of the Grand Old 
Party’s alternatives has helped too. 

That’s probably not enough for us to 
expect single-payer to be enacted any-

If a person 
cannot deviate from the bad choices 
or actions they’re determined to 
make, it’s not a reason to assume we 
all want to live in a world where it’s 
tolerated. Anyone that can appreciate 
a civilized society should understand 
the sense in that. 


Although it’s necessary that 
crime be punished, it never truly

corrects the wrong to a victim, and 
rarely does it prevent the offender 
from committing the crime again. 
Promoting better circumstances for 
people to not commit crime in the 
first place would seem much more 
favorable than waiting around for 
crime to happen. 


Recognizing that crime, just like 
everything else, is determined by 
fixed circumstances that can be 
altered leads toimproved conclusions 
about how to prevent it. This can be 
said about most all human behavior 
and tendencies.

Infectious... 
Fais Do-Do

Fred Domulot keeps the spirit of 
Fat Tuesday alive all summer long 
with the help of his band Fais Do- 
Do and Destin’s HarborWalk Village. 
Pronounced FEY-DOH-DOH, the 
phrase is synonymous with Cajun 
dance parties and the authentic 
Zydeco spirit Domulot embraces. 


Six years ago, Domulot started the 
Village Brass Band and saw an 
opportunity to expand to the feel good 
music of the bayou. “When I lived 
in South Florida, I played in a lot of 
Cajun-Zydeco bands,” says Domulot. 
“It was a cool thing to be a part of with 
the crawfish festivals down there. 


“We decided to put one together (in 
Destin). We were doing different projects, 
and this one seemed like a natural 
fit—Chris Nida, Teddy Lehmann, Doug 
Dickerson and Sean Dietrich, that’s the 
original Fais Do-Do band.” 


The band took shape in January 
2017, playing their first full-fledged 
gig as part of Seaside’s Mardi Gras 
celebration a month later. “That’s 
where it took off,” says Domulot. 


Although Domulot and his band 
members all play in other projects in 


the area, they love honoring the heart 
of Zydeco. 


“When the HarborWalk season started 
up, I couldn’t be in two places at once 
with the brass band,” he says. “That’s 
when we got D.J. (Rhodes), a former 
student of mine at Florida State (to 
drum).” 


Fais Do-Do often has guest players, 
but Domulot calls the lineup a no- 
brainer after Nida, Lehmann, and 
Dickerson joined. The trio can be seen 
in bands throughout the region, but 
are perhaps best known as Something 
Fishy. The Fais Do-Do lineup also 
officially includes fiddle player Patti 
Easton. 


Dietrich is often seen on stage with an 
accordion or melodica, while Lehmann 
plays a washboard that truly brings 
Cajun traditions to life. 


“Good music, when you hear it, you 
can’t stay still,” says Domulot. “It 
will get you dancing like that. I’ve 
seen people at HarborWalk, and they 
look like they’ve been there all day, 
tired and hot, and when the band 
starts—they are smiling. It’s groove 
infectious.”

Grayson Capps & the Lost 
Cause Minstrels 


Imogene Theatre, Milton 


Walking into the historic brick 
building, greeted by the smell of 
fresh popcorn, I noticed the seats 
closest to the stage had been 
quickly claimed by eager fans. 


Grayson Capps might not officially 
belong to the Emerald Coast, but it 
is fair to say that we treat him as 
if he was one of our own. I’ve seen 
him perform everywhere from the 
family friendly Hub 30A and wild 
nights of dancing at both former 
Funky Blues Shack locations, to 
acoustic at Central Square Records 
and a packed room during the 30A 
Songwriter Festival. 


Every Capps show has its own per- 
sonality. It’s part of what makes 
him an enigmatic performer— 
whether he is unplugged or loud 
enough to make your ears ring, 
he pulls you into the songs. He 
often gives quick explanations of 
a song’s origins or shares how the 
real world person that inspired the 
song is doing. 


Something about Capps’ act feels 
more akin to traditions of story- 
telling through poetry and art dur- 
ing the Middle Ages than current 
music sensibilities. Considering 
Capps’ band is dubbed the Lost 


Cause Minstrels, it may well be in- 
tended. 


Longtime Capps collaborator Corky 
Hughes (guitar), drummer John Mil- 
ham, and new member Rufus Ducote 
on bass make up the current Min- 
strels lineup. The band has a sym- 
bolic relationship where they almost 
seem capable of reading each other’s 
minds and anticipating unplanned 
moments. Over the nearly two-and- 
a-half-hour performance, rarely did 
the room drift to total silence as each 
song sort of floated into the next. 


Capps pours himself into every song 
and isn’t one to shy away from what 
he sees wrong in the world. I’m sure 
it caused a few to squirm in their 
seats, but Capps would flash a smile 
and dive hair first into the next song 
before anyone had too much of a 
chance to react. 


With a few brave dancers by the front 
of the stage, it was a night of magic— 
a night to remind us all that the love 
of music (and the love of what we 
want to do in this world) matters. 


The best news of the night? Capps 
is working on a new album. That’s 
cause to celebrate.

A Taste of the Fort Walton 
Beach Farmers Market

Where can you find locally grown products and handmade items? The Fort 
Walton Beach Farmers Market, held at the Fort Walton Beach Landing Park 
downtown every second and fourth Saturday of the month. It starts at 8 a.m. 
and ends at 1 p.m. 


The Farmers Market sits on the Santa Rosa Sound where a nice breeze comes in 
off the water. There are artisan food vendors and products from local farmers, 
along with local craft vendors sporting a wide array of handmade items. 


Smiddie’s Viddles has been a mainstay of the Farmers Market for the last five 
years. The company is owned by Kevin Smith, who has a farm in northwest 
Walton County. He grows Asian pears, Muscatine grapes, figs, and more. He 
sells homemade jellies, preserves, relish and rubs. “This is a wonderful market 
and there is always a nice crowd out here,” he says. 


The Fairy Kitchen is owned by Abbey McNeal. It is a Florida cottage licensed 
kitchen in which McNeal makes gluten-free, organic and non-GMO baked 
goods. Some of her specialties are high protein muffins, sea salt brownies and 
varieties of baked bread. 


Heavenly Potions is owned by Randy Compton and Concha Worth. They create 
products that are all sugar free. Some of their homemade items include Bloody 
Mary mix, Soul of the South barbecue sauce, habanero pepper jelly and Spanish 
gazpacho. Worth also makes and sells handmade jewelry and crafts. Randy’s 
daughter Lindsey helps out at the market. 
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NoWal Farm (North Walton) 
is owned by Lindsey and 
Gary Jackson. They have 
been at the Fort Walton 
Beach Farmers Market for 
four years now and were 
among the first vendors. 
You can pick up eggs, apple 
butter, wild honey and blue 
water berry honey, and you 
can order meats from them. 
Lindsey is a beekeeper who 
has 100 beehives and is 
also a master gardener. She 
enjoys doing demonstrations 
for local 4-H clubs. 


Golden Dreams Dairy in 
East Milton is owned by Kim 
McKelvey and her family. It 
is a small dairy farm with 
Guernsey cows, and they 
also breed Heritage livestock. 
They sell milk, fresh cheese 
and ice cream. McKelvey also sells various flavors of honey. A customer from 
Pensacola buys the flavored honey—she likes to put in her coffee. 


The Pledge Allegiance Flag Company is owned by veterans Deja and Shane 
Cronley. They make handmade rustic wooden American flags representing the 
Air Force, Marines and Army. They have been in business since December 
2016. 


And then there is Pink Flamingos, which sells handcrafted jewelry and specialty 
items. This is owner Jennifer Pope’s first year as a vendor at the Fort Walton 
Beach Farmers Market. 


One of the regular customers at the Fort Walton Beach Farmers Market is Q92 
Radio program director and disc jockey Chelsea Alayne. “I love coming down 
to the market. I love the homemade jams and jellies and other products. Plus, 
I like the sense of community here.” she says. 


The next Fort Walton Beach Farmers Market will be held Saturday Aug. 12.

Pork Therapy and More at the Perfect Pig 


My family and I had just returned 
from a vacation (with plenty of 
driving), jumping into a _ busy 
workweek with no transition time. I 
needed some restoration. Since the 
word “restaurant” itself means a place 
to be restored, the answer was easy— 
go out to eat. 


The Perfect Pig has two locations, 
one in Seagrove and one in Gulf Place. 
We ate at Gulf Place, near the foot of 
CR-393 where it spills out onto the 
Gulf via Ed Walline Park. 


The restaurant sits just off the road, 
a yellow-buff structure with plenty of 
windows and several shaded outside 
tables. We ate inside, in the main 
dining area. There’s a smaller dining 
space in the bar/lounge, complete 
with a pianist. Table sizes vary. The 
walls are whitewashed brick, tables 
are wooden, with sturdy woven straw 
chairs. Colors are beige, brown, 
gold and natural wood, with accent 
plants. Ceilings are high, and there’s 
a cheerful, bustling bistro feel. 


On one wall is a painted sign bearing 
the house motto—“Praise the Lard,” a 
sentiment reiterated on coffee mugs, 
shirts and elsewhere. The restaurant’s 
name and slogan might suggest a 
pork-centric menu. While pork does 
get a good run, there are plenty of 
other dining options as well. 


The Perfect Pig has separate menus for 
breakfast, lunch and dinner. We were 
there for dinner. The dinner menu 
offers appetizers, salads, flatbreads, 
main course items, and desserts. The 


bar serves up beer, wine, and a list of 
classic and modern cocktails. 


For a starter, we ordered a plate of 
house made pork rinds, with a red 
wine barbecue dipping sauce. Other 
app choices were warm, almond 
crusted goat cheese with mixed berry 
compote and pita chips, rosemary 
bread with olive and balsamic dipping 
oil, and pulled pork nacho chips 
with basil pesto aioli and sprinkled 
blue cheese. There were three of us 
(including our daughter, the Tiny 
Diner), and we almost chose the 
nachos. Someone at another table got 
them, and the portion was so large we 
decided to back off. It’s big enough for 
a meal. 


Or server Amy warmed up TD by asking 
her about school, which initiated a 
lengthy and detailed response from 
my socially un-backward child. Amy 
and all the house staff who took care 
of us were friendly and attentive. 


The rinds arrived, a mound of 
crunchy, savory but nevertheless 
light Pork Chips, just salty enough, 
with a tangy, scallion-laced dipping 
sauce. TD professes that she does not 
like pork, but apparently forgot that, 
because she helped out. 


For the main course, my wife ordered a 
10-ounce grilled pork chop with bacon 
succotash, (more) pork rinds and the 
red wine barbecue sauce. I chose pork 
tenderloin medallions served over 
gruyere grits, with a blackberry pinot 
noir sauce. TD stepped away from the 
swine for a grilled cheese. 


After we’d demolished the rinds, we 
sat back to take in the scene. I realized 
I had finally come to a resting place— 
busy but focused staffers, guests 
laughing and conversing, the day 
coming in for a landing. 


The main courses arrived. TD’s 
sandwich was grownup sized, with a 
blend of cheeses on crunchy grilled 
bread, and chips. My wife’s tender, 
bone-in chop was likewise generous, 
and bacon is just the thing to make 
me want to eat succotash. I got four 
chunky medallions, resting on a wide 
puddle of gruyere-laced grits. The 
pork was perfectly cooked, the grits 
pillowy and cheesy, and the deep red 
fruit and wine sauce sported a plump 
blackberry garnish. I got no rinds, but 
helped my wife out with hers. 


Other entree options were bronzed mahi 
mahi with lump crab over couscous, 
smoked chicken with grits, crab 
cakes, potato and parmesan-crusted 
grouper with risotto, a pasta special 
(chicken that night), filet mignon 
with chimichurri and _ vegetables, 
New Orleans-style barbecue shrimp, 
grilled airline chicken breast with 
heirloom tomatoes and Swiss chard, 
and salmon marinated in yogurt and 
baked in a citrus crust. 


Salads included deconstructed corn, 
couscous, garbanzo bean, tomato, 
onion and cheese, caprese, mozzarella 
and tomatoes, bacon Caesar, and 
smoked chicken with mixed greens. 
Flatbreads came with fig spread, 
caramelized onions, prosciutto and 
gruyere, and tomato, mozzarella, 
parmesan and pesto. 
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There were four desserts—flourless 


chocolate cake, cheesecake, bread 
pudding, and key lime pie. We went for 
the lightest sounding, the key lime. It’s 
a classic—dense, thick and tangy, with 
graham crust and whipped cream. My 
wife called a halt after a few bites, and 
TD and I negotiated the rest. 


Restoration accomplished.

Giving a High “Five” to Mobile, Alabama

Oh, the power of advertising. 


After seeing Five’s delicious full page 
spread running month after month 
right here in Beachcomber, we decided 
we absolutely had to check out their 
closest location on Dauphin Street in 
Mobile, Alabama. 


Turns out, this is amost charming area of 
Mobile, filled with one-way streets, tree- 
lined avenues and the breezy Southern- 
style architecture of days gone by. Five 
is particularly handsome, with its rich- 
looking wood, window boxed greenery, 
open-air sidewalk seating and classic 
brick walls inside and out. Did we 
mention we have a particular fondness 
for brick decor? Which wouldn’t mean 
squat if the service and menu weren't 
up to par. And we had nothing to go on 
but the Beachcomber ad. 


Open every day but Monday, Five opens 
at 5 p.m. for dinner. Lunch is served 
Friday and Saturday from 11 a.m. to 3 
p.m. and brunch Sundays from 10 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. When we got there late on a 
Friday afternoon, it was literally packed 
to capacity—always a good sign when 
trying to size up a place. 


Despite the crowd, we were greeted 
and seated as soon as we stepped 
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inside, even though we made it clear 
we were just “here for the beer.” And 
what a beer list it is. Staying true to its 
name of “five,” that’s how the menu is 
offered—five entrees, five starters, five 
red wines, five whites and so on...there 
was a choice of five mainstream beers 
and five local(ish) or “Southern” crafts. 


This is where it got interesting, 
because except for Grayton Beer’s 30A 
Beach Blonde and Abita’s Amber, the 
selections, though limited, aren’t the 
same tried-and-true staples you'll find 
on local menus. The Causeway IPA gave 
us real pause, as we’ve continuously 
found Fairway Brewing Co. to be a 
producer of mighty tasty brews. 


We opted for Orpheus’ Atalanta (not 
Atlanta, mind you) Saison at the 
suggestion of our server, but only 
because we couldn’t decide between 
it and the locally produced IPA by 
Mobile’s own Haint Blue Brewing. What 
can we say? We’re not exactly known 
for our decisiveness even when faced 
with a mere five choices. 


If you're a fan of sour beers, or are just 
brewfully adventurous, this is a beer 
you absolutely must try. It’s a wild 
child of an ale that isn’t flavor shy. It’s 
tongue-puckering tart while packed 
with a full-spectrum richness that 
somehow tastes clean. 
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Instead of playing it safe, we paired 
it with heat—a well-spiced baked 
avocado mounded with bacon and 
plump Gulf shrimp. And it blew our 
collective mind. Who knew an already 
near-perfect food like avocado could be 
made so much better? 


We weren’t at all hungry and had only 
ordered the dish to fill out a photo. The 
original plan was to take enough bites 
to capture the flavor in a few words 
but leave most of the dish untouched. 
Instead, we ended up scarfing it 
beyond the last bite. Seriously, we were 
scraping the empty avocado shell with 
a spoon lest we missed any precious 
morsels. Even the accompanying bed 
of crunchy field greens that may have 
been plated merely as decoration, 
found its way into our bellies. 


Turns out this dish was created by 
Yoshi, Harbor Docks’ much-revered 
sushi chef. Her son, Chris Eddings, 


has partnered with none _ other 
than Charles Morgan III at the Five 
locations. And theyll soon take over 
Five’s neighboring space with yet 
another new eatery. We didn’t know all 
this until we hit Mobile. 


It’s worth mentioning that over the 
years we’ve gushed over Morgan’s other 
restaurants—particularly Harbor Docks 
and Camille’s—in other publications. 
The seafood is truly the freshest, and 
the establishments are clean and 
well run. It’s pretty dang hard to find 
anything to nitpick about. 


Ifwe hadn’t have liked Five, you’d probably 
never know about it. You’d be reading 
about some other place somewhere 
else. It’s like our momma always told 
us—‘If you don’t have something good 
to say, don’t say anything at all.” But 
Five checks all the boxes—superb food, 
outstanding service, great beer choices, 
and then some.

middle, or high school, the next 10 
months can be a smooth ride or a 
rollercoaster of ups and downs. 
Not only can there be stress for the 
student, but the parent as well. After 
teaching middle and high school and 
tutoring for 35 years, I have found 
many practices that help the student 
to be successful as well as helping to 
alleviate stress for parents. 


1. From the first day of school, have 
a routine for completing homework 
in the afternoon or evening. For 
elementary students, right after 
school is usually the best time while 
young ones are still energetic. Many 
parents find that when they have 
their kids do homework after playing 
outside and dinner, they are dealing 
with a child who is pretty tired and 


cranky. 


For middle schoolers who usually get 
out of school later in the afternoon, 
practices and lessons may take 
away from doing homework right 
away. Right after dinner is a good

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High schoolers have a_ schedule 
all their own. Research shows 
teenagers’ biological clocks are set 
for them to stay up late and sleep 
late. Unfortunately, high school 
usually starts early and ends by 2 in 
the afternoon. High schoolers then 
have practices, and many work part- 
time jobs after school. 


It is important for parents to make 
sure their 9th and 10th graders are 
doing homework and staying on 
track. Eleventh and 12th graders 
need to take responsibility for their 
homework and classes, but parents 
can still stay in touch with teachers 
to make sure their kids are staying 
on top of things 


2. All of us grew up receiving report 
cards in school. Report cards are 
distributed at the end of the grading 
periods and in most school systems, 
progress reports are also distributed 
halfway through the period. There 
is no excuse for a parent to say, “I 
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online through what many systems 
call “Parent Portal.” If that does 
not work, call or email your child’s 
guidance counselor or the teacher. 


3. School systems have a website, and 
each school has its own site. Those 
sites are chock full of information for 
students and parents. Many teachers 
have their own web pages and update 
their homework assignments each 
day. They also give a heads-up on 
when tests are coming and when big 
assignments and projects are due. 


4. If you see that your child is 
struggling by the end of the first 
grading period, ask for a conference 
with the teacher or teachers. On 
the middle and high school levels, 
conferences are usually held with all 
of the student’s teachers attending, 
and many times the student as well. 
Schools provide tutoring for most 
subjects, or you can hire a private 
tutor. 


5. Make sure your child has all 
the supplies he or she needs to be 
successful both at school and at 
home. Keep a container at home with 
items such as pencils, paper folders, 
spiral notebooks, poster board and 
colored pencils. If you are unable 
to afford a computer or high-tech 
calculator for your student, talk to 
their guidance counselor. Many high 
schools rent out calculators and 
loan laptops to students. 


6. Make sure your child has some 
type of planner to write down 
assignments. Many schools provide 
those for their students, and they 
are invaluable. 


7. Make sure you and your child 
know the school rules for electronic 
devices and cell phones at the start 
of the school year. There is no reason 
for a child to be socializing on his or 
her cell phone during class. They 
should be used for class work at the 
teacher’s discretion. 


If you need to notify your child of 
something important, let them know 
at the start of the school year to 
always check for texts from you at 
lunchtime or after school. If there 
is an emergency, contact the school 
and ask them to call your child down 
to the office.
